I need two dropping resistors 
from the HV supply: 


1. one of the 50k 225 watt bleeder resistors. Refered to on the 
schematic as either R307 or R308 (they are the same value). I only need 
one but will take both if you have two available to keep for a spare. 


2. One 3.5k 50 watt resistor, R310 used in the screen PS circuit. 


Obviously, any help is much appreciated, I'm checking with Fair to try 
to make up a resistor pack of several different surplus values to get 
back on the air but original resistors would sure look a lot better.

I have read thru these threads with interest. 
One xWarning*x to those who are "improving" their 
antiques by adding silicon diodes in place of 
tube rectifiers. Besides the increase in B+ 


that usually occurs, one other caveat should be 
realized. That of a silicon diode shorting out. 

This frequently leads to the disaster of overheating 
or burnout of the HV windings of the power transformer. 
Which may indeed be an "unobtanium" item! 


It sometimes is wise to use low value resistors as 

current limiters in series with each diode anode lead. 

Most of the later ARRL handbooks discuss this in the 

power supply sections. Usually, when I do this, I 

make a "tube substitute" from an old tube base 

wiring in the diodes and resistors so that you don't 

have to make any wiring changes in the piece of gear itself. 


Generally, I don't like to use the diodes to 
replace rectifiers like 5Y3GT or 80, or 6X4 or 6X5 
rectifiers. You always have to piddle around with adding a 
series resistor in the B+ line between the rectifier 
and filter network to reduce the voltage to what it should be. 
So if I have a supply of tubes on hand, I use them. 
One glaring exception is the replacement of the very 
troublesome 0Z4 cold cathode gas rectifier that was much used in 
older tube automobile receivers! 
When dealing with transmitters, the extra voltage is 
sometimes very useful in obtaining more power output. 
(Provided the ratings of the tubes in the RF and AF sections of 
the transmitter are not exceeded by doing 
so.) Not to mention much reduced heat inside the transmitter.

If you want to lessen 
the killing heat in your receiver, delete 
the rectifier heatlamp, replace with 
silicon, and rewire caps for a choke

filter. No need, then, for dropping resistors 
to make up the heat loss.

Some odd and wonderful BA stuff has made its way into my shack lately. I 
bought this stuff from one of the locals to save it from being scrapped for 
parts. One rig is a complete ham station built by W3QVC sometime in the 
1950's--judging from the tube types used. The other is a linear amp built 
around a single 813 and its power supply built by W3WTZ. 


The QVC station is a filter-type SSB rig with linear amp and it is quite 
large. It is in two wooden racks. One is double-wide and designed to sit on 
a desktop. It has 8 - 9" high, 19" wide panels in it. The other rack is a 
19" wooden rack with another 4 panels in it, all 9" except the power supply 
which is 10-1/2". QVC used nothing but the best--Millen and National parts 
are everywhere. 


I have just started to go through the QVC rig with an eye toward a complete 
restoration. One panel in the double-wide rack which houses the exciter has 


2 7360 tubes in shields I have not seen before. They are factory-labeled

these tubes need those shields? I have some Gonset gear that uses the 7360 
and they have plain steel shields. Any ideas?

The 7360 is a xbeam deflection* sorta dual pentode...... or tetrode if you 
prefer. It has a single cathode, control grid and screen grid and two 
plates with and a pair of deflection plates similar in purpose as the 
deflection plates in an electrostatic CRT. And as a CRT's electron beam in 
influenced by magnetic fields so is the electron stream in the 7360. The 
purpose of a 7360 is to act as a balanced modulator, demodulator or mixer 
if the designer is so inclined, depending on whether you are coming, going 
or just getting mixed up. By applying the necessary voltages to the 
deflection plates you steer the electron stream to either of the two plates 
thus "switching" the output phase 180 degrees if the two plates are 
connected to a tank circuit for example. If a strong magnetic field froma 
power transformer intercepts the electron stream you could get hum 
modulation which would be bothersome. A designer wants to keep that tube 
away from magnetic fields and also make sure the deflection plates are 
receiving adequate drive. The heavy mu-metal shields may be overkill by 
why not? Half the fun of home brewing is making SURE you did everything 
right.
